The  first  regular  meeting  of  the  club  will  be  held  on 
the  evening  of  October  twelfth,  at  the  library  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  175  Ninth  Avenue  (be¬ 
tween  20th  and  2 1  st  Streets),  at  eight  o’clock. 

The  paper  of  the  evening  will  be  devoted  to  the 
subject  of  PRINTING,  considered  from  the  points  of 
view  of  librarians  and  library  users. 

The  speakers  will  be  Mr.  Ingalls  Kimball,  of  The 
Cheltenham  Press,  New  York,  and  Mr.  Henry  Lewis 
Johnson,  editor  of  The  Printing  Art,  published  by 
the  University  Press,  Cambridge,  Mass.  Both  of  these 
gentlemen  are  well  known  for  their  efforts  to  encourage 
the  art  of  good  printing.  Mr.  Kimball’s  paper,  in  out¬ 
line,  will  be  as  follows: 

I.  The  history  of  bookmaking  by  periods,  show¬ 
ing  how  to  place  a  book  by  its  type  and 
paper. 

II.  What  constitutes  a  well-made  book. 

III.  Selection  of  books  from  the  printer’s  point  of 
view. 

Mr.  Johnson  will  speak  on  “  Influences  affecting 
Modern  Printing.” 

Discussion  of  the  points  of  the  papers  is  desired. 

Coffee  will  be  served  after  the  reading  of  the  papers. 

An  exhibition  of  specimens  of  printing,  lent  by 
several  presses,  has  been  arranged  to  supplement  the 
addresses. 

Members  are  urged  to  bring  their  friends,  or  any 
persons  who  are  interested  in  library  work,  or  in  the 
subject  of  the  meeting. 

The  subject  of  the  next  meeting,  to  be  held  on 
November  9,  will  be  BOOK  ILLUSTRATION. 
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
